Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-24 are pending. 

2 Applicant's after- final of 2-21-03 has been received and 
entered. However, upon further review of the claims, the following 
rejections remain. 

3. Claims 2, 5-12 and 17-24 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 2 there is no antecedent basis for said surface 
marker and in claim 7 there is no antecedent basis for said CCK 
receptor. 

4. Applicant is notified that claims 1, 3-4 and 13-16 are found 
alklowable as of last prior art search.
